16. T>\mended) A kit for the treatment of the skin of a consumer comprising: 
a first composition comprising an effective amount of an acid suitable as a skin 
renewing acid [compon^fctf in a cosmetically acceptable vehicle, wherein the pH of the first 
composition is between abour^S and about 4; 

a second composition complying an alkaline agent suitable for use in a skin care 
composition and about 0. 1 to about 10 pfercent of at least one surfactant/emulsifying agent in 
a cosmetically acceptable vehicle, wherein thfe^H of the second composition is greater than 
about 7; and 

a means for applying the first and second competitions, the compositions being 
adapted for sequential application to the skin of the consumb n wherein the first composition 
and the second composition are not rinsed off of the skin. 



24. (New) The method of claim 10 wherein the acid is selected from the group 
consisting of alpha hydroxy acid, beta hydroxy acid, and combinations thereof 

25. (New) The method of claim 24 wherein the acid is an alpha hydroxy acid selected 
from the group consisting of glycolic acid, lactic acid, malic acid, tartaric acid and citric acid. 

26. (New) The method of claim 1 0 whereiA the acid is selected from the group 
consisting of hydroxy carboxylic acid, keto acid andhydroxybenzoic acid. 

27. (New) The method of claim 10 wherein th^acid is selected from the group 
consisting of mandelic acid, azelaic acid, glyceric acid, Wtronic acid, gluconic acid, benzylic 
acid, pyruvic acid, ethyl pyruvate, 2-hydroxybutric acid, salicylic acid, and mixtures thereof. 



28. (New) The method of claim 27 wherein the salicylic acid is present from about 1% 
to about 3%. ^ , 



29. (New) The method of claim 28 wherein the salicylic acid is present in about 2%.

30. (New) The method of claim 10 wherein the acid is selected from the group 
consisting of mineral acid, trichloracetic acid and ascorbic acid. 

3 1 . (New) The method of claim fto wherein the acid has a molecular weight from 
about 50 to about 250. \ 

32. (New) The method of claim 10 wherein the alkaline agent is selected from the 
group consisting of sodium bicarbonate and sodium hydroxide. 

33. (New) The method of claim 10 wBerein the first composition and the second 
composition are each applied with use of a pacft 

34. (New) The method of claim 10 wherein the first composition and the second 
composition are each applied with use of a cotton ball. 

35. (New) The method of claim 10 whereinvthe first composition and the second 
composition are each applied with use of a cotton-tipped applicator. 

36. (New) The method of claim 10 wherein the effective amount of the acid is from 
about 0. 1 to about 5%. \ 

37. (N^w) A method for treatment of the skin of a consumer comprising the steps of: 

a) applying^tQthe skin a first composition comprising an effective amount of an acid 
selected from the group assisting of alpha hydroxy acid, beta hydroxy acid and 
trichloroacetic acid in a cosmetically acceptable vehicle, wherein the pH of the first 
composition is between about 2.5 andsabout 4; and 

b) neutralizing said first composukm by applying to the skin a second composition 
comprising an alkaline agent selected from tnfesgroup consisting of sodium bicarbonate and 
sodium hydroxide, and from about^O.l to about 10% of at J east one surfactant/emulsifying 
agent in a cosmetically acceptable vehicle, wherein th^spH of the second composition is 
greater than about 7, and the first composition and the secwKi composition are not rinsed off 
of the skin. \ 
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38. (New) The method of claim 37 wherein the first composition and the second 
composition are each applied with the use of a pad. 

39. (New) The method of claim 37 wn^rein the effective amount of the acid is from 
about 0.1 to about 5%. 




40. (NefcQ A method for treatment of the skin of a consumer comprising the steps of: 

a) applying terthe skin a first composition consisting essentially of an effective 
amount of an acid suitabh^as a skin renewing acid in a cosmetically acceptable vehicle, 
wherein the pH of the first composition is between about 2.5 and about 4; and 

b) neutralizing said first com]position by applying to the skin a second composition 
consisting essentially of an alkaline agenbsuitable for use in a skin care composition, and 
from about 0. 1 to about 10% of at least one su^ctant/emulsifying agent in a cosmetically 
acceptable vehicle, wherein the pH of the second cofriposition is greater than about 7, and the 
first composition and the second composition are not rins^pff of the skin. 



41 . (New) A kit for the treatment of the skin of axonsumer comprising: 
a first composition comprising an effective amount of an acid suitable as a skin 

renewing acid in a cosmetically acceptable vehic^, wherein the pH of the first composition is 

between about 2.5 and about 4; 

a second composition comprising^n alkaline agent suitable for use in a skin care 

composition and^ab'out 0. 1 to about 10percent of at least one surfactant/emulsifying agent in 

a cosmetically acceptable vehicle/wherein the pH of the second composition is greater than 

about 7; and 

single-use pads for applying the first and second compositions, the compositions 
being adapted for sequential application to the skin of the consumer, wherein the first 
composition and the^econd composition are not rinsed off of the skin after application to the 
skin by use of a^mgle-use pad. 



42. (New) The kit of claim 41 wherein the\ffective amount of the acid is from about 
0.1 to about 5%. 



43. (New) The method of claim 10 wherein the aoid is a hydrophilic acid. 
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
